RURAL  YOUTH  LEADERS  OF  THE  AMERICAS 

One  of  the  results  of  the  youth  conference  in  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica,  was  the 
formation  by  the  country  chairmen  of  a professional  youth  leaders  group  for 
the  Americas.  This  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  Ecuadorian  conference  of  a year 
ago  when  a committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  possibility. 

In  attendance  at  the  South  American  meeting  were  more  than  100  delegates 
and  observers  from  19  countries.  Ken  Anderson  assisted  with  both  the 
workshop  in  Costa  Rica  and  the  earlier  one  in  Ecuador. 


ENDORSEMENTS  OF  PROGRAMS  OR  EVENTS  FROM  THIS  OFFICE 


It  has  been  called  to  our  attention  that  it  may  sometimes  be  confusing  to 
know  whether  this  office  or  the  Extension  Subcommittee  on  U-H  Club  Work  is 
endorsing,  advising,  or  actually  recommending  against  a particular  activity 
or  program  which  may  come  to  your  attention.  Perhaps  the  three  categories 
of  recommendation  listed  below  may  be  helpful  in  clarifying  our  procedures 
and  recommendations  to  you  in  this  regard: 

1,  Certain  programs  will  be  reviewed,  studied,  and  recommended 
for  your  considered  approval.  In  this  case  we  would  give 
lists  of  State  U-H  Club  leaders  to  the  requesting  cooperators 
and  you  would  be  correct  in  assuming  that  the  particular  pro- 
gram has  endorsement  and  approval  from  here  and/or  the  U-H 
Subcommittee. 

2.  In  some  cases  where  there  is  either  no  direct  line  interest 
or  responsibility,  or  where  the  program  may  be  of  a question- 
able nature,  we  may  feel  that  the  organization  or  individual 
requesting  our  help  should  be  privileged  to  contact  each  State 
individually  on  an  invitational  basis  but  state  that  it  would 
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be  unwise  or  improper  for  us  to  give  a firm  endorsement.  In 
this  case  we  would  advise  and  help  the  group  or  concern  to 
contact  you  directly  but  explain  that  it  would  be  strictly 
invitational  on  your  part, 

3,  In  a few  bases  it  may  be  necessary  for  us  to  completely  dis- 
approve or  recommend  against  cooperation  with  a particular 
program  or  activity.  In  this  event  we  would  provide  the  re- 
questing group  with  no  information,  mailing  lists,  etc.  In 
some  cases  we  may  alert  you  in  advance  to  the  particular  con- 
cern involved. 


RETIREMENT  CREDIT  FOR  EARLY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 


Recently,  your  State  Extension  Director  has  been  alerted  to  a new  Civil 
Service  communique  advising  as  follows: 

"For  Civil  Service  retirement  and  related  purposes,  credit  shall 
be  allowed  for  a period  of  service  under  the  Federal  Extension 
Service,  Department  of  Agriculture,  during  which  the  individual 
performed  Federal  functions  under  a Federal-State  cooperative 
agreement,  was  under  Federal  supervision,  and  was  named  in  a 
plan  of  work  and  budget  document  formally  approved,  before 
January  1,  19k5f  by  the  Extension  Service," 

Interpretations  of  eligibility  under  this  new  broadened  provision  are  not 
yet  available  but  you  will  want  to  be  in  touch  with  your  Director’s  office 
on  this  subject  and  be  ready  with  assistance  in  the  matter  of  advising 
early  workers  in  Extension  who  may  have  retired  without  the  advantage  of 
such  credit  provisions. 


PENALTY  MAILING  PRIVILEGES 


Penalty  mailing  regulations  are  now  revised  to  include  some  important  new 
relaxations  in  penalty  mailing  privileges  recently  released  by  the  Post 
Office  Department,  These  were  transmitted  to  your  State  extension  director 
on  October  9 in  a pink  letter  under  Mr,  Schruben's  signature,  A number  of 
these  regulations  will  be  especially  important  to  I4.-H,  If  you  have  not  seen 
the  new  publication,  "The  Use  of  the  Federal  Penalty  Mailing  Privilege  by 
Cooperative  Extension  Employees,"  issued  1957  y we  commend  it  to  your  atten- 
tion for  careful  study.

3UTH  CONVENTION  OF  THE  NATIONAL  COUNCIL  OF  THE  GIRL  SCOUTS  OF  AMERICA 

Cur  Division  was  represented  by  Tena  Bishop  at  the  3Uth  Convention  of  the 
National  Council  of  the  Girl  ^couts  of  America  in  Philadelphia  in  November. 
There  are  now  three  million  Girl  Scouts  and  volunteer  leaders.  Membership 
goal  for  i960  is  four  million.  Tena  felt  right  at  home  when  the  discussion 
centered  around  increasing  enrollment,  leader  training  and  career  explora- 
tion for  older  members.

Arkansas  - Publications  Have  "New  Look" 

State  I-H  publications  will  now  show  the  use  of  additional  color,  line 
drawings  and  photographs,  under  a plan  adopted  in  Arkansas,  The  ma- 
terials are  all  to  have  direct,  easy-to-understand  style.  All  old 
publications  will  be  replaced  by  new  books  by  August  of  next  year. 

The  plan  includes  several  workbooks  for  juniors  (first  one,  on  forestry, 
is  announced  in  the  publication  list)  plus  three  workbooks  for  senior 
members — one  for  girls*  projects,  one  for  boys'  projects  and  one  on 
personal  development  projects  for  both  boys  and  girls, 

Iowa  - Program  evaluation 

The  staff  in  Iowa  are  making  effective  use  of  a new  mimeograph, 
"Analyzing  and  Evaluating  a County  If-H  Program." 

Michigan  - Testing  New  Teaching  Procedures  Using  TV 

The  "I-H  Electric  TV  Club"  is  currently  being  tested  in  Michigan,  It 
looks  promising  that  TV  instruction  can  become  a usable  teaching  pro- 
cedure, Thirteen  units  have  been  developed.  Each  is  28  minutes  in 
length.  The  series  is  available  to  any  TV  station  for  the  benefit  of 
I-H  members  in  its  area,  ¥e  are  all  watching  the  outcome, 

Mississippi  - "Increased  Participation"  Is  the  Keynote, 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  judging  teams,  demonstration 
contests,  officers ' and  leaders*  groups,  I-H  Club  leaders,  attendance 
at  the  U— H Club  centers,  and  other  phases  of  the  work. 

North  Dakota  - Material  for  Older  I-H 

The  "Clover  Challenge  Projects"  were  recently  launched  as  a special 
appeal  to  senior  I-H  members.  They  include:  ABC's  of  County  Govern- 

ment, Farm  Family  Business,  Your  Future  Is  What  You  Make  It,  and 
Highway  Safety  Responsibilities,  Materials  for  the  first  two  are  now 
off  the  press, 

Oregon  - Slides  for  Loan  to  Clubs 

Two  sets  of  slides  have  been  developed  for  each  county  for  use  as 
teaching  materials  by  local  I-H  Club  leaders.  One  set  is  used  to  help 
teach  the  parts  of  an  animal.  For  each  type  of  livestock,  there  are 
two  slides — one  with  the  parts  named  and  the  other  with  them  merely 
numbered.  After  using  the  first  slide,  the  leader  can  show  the  second 
one  to  see  if  the  members  can  identify  the  numbered  parts  by  name. 

The  second  set,  now  in  preparation,  will  be  colored  slides  of  forestry 
mounts  made  by  I-H  Club  members  and  exhibited  at  the  State  Fair, 
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Tennessee  - Emphasis  on  Farm  Business 

The  Agricultural  Economics,  Marketing,  and  1;-H  Club  staffs  are  working 
closely  together  developing  "more  emphasis  toward  e conomics  in  hr  H 
Club  work."  The  economics  staff  is  conducting  a survey  related  speci- 
fically to  the  business  side  of  U-H.  The  survey  is  to  establish  the 
situation  and  then  further  plans  are  to  be  developed.  Along  with  this 
survey  every  county  has  been  sent  a copy  of  the  bulletin  entitled, 

’’Farm  Family  Business  and  U-H  Club  Work," 

Texas  - Applying  U-H  Studies 

A good  idea  on  making  practical  explication  of  U-H  studies  comes  from 
Texas.  Recently,  with  one  of  their  monthly  letters  to  Extension  workers, 
a one-page  digest  was  made  on  the  Copp  and  Clark/Wisconsin  Reenrollment 
Study.  This  brief  digest  was  called,  "Why  Don't  Members  Reenroll?" 

Wisconsin  - HDA  Council  Surveys  Ways  to  Help  U-H 

The  youth  committee  of  the  State  Home  Demonstration  Council  is  proceed- 
ing with  a survey  in  each  county  of  one  community  or  township  where 
there  is  no  U— H organization  at  the  present  time.  Homemaker  members 
will  conduct  the  survey  and  check  results.  The  aim  is  to  get  facts 
concerning  potential  U-H  membership  aand  also  about  necessary  situations 
(meeting  places,  leadership  availability,  etc.)  This  is  a supporting 
part  of  the  second  State-wide  drive  for  membership  in  U— H. 

Wisconsin  - Second  in  Community  Series 

Bruce  Cartter  has  prepared  a second  set  of  colored  slides  and  synchro- 
nized recordings  in  the  popular  "community  series."  It  tells  what  many 
youth  groups  in  Wisconsin  are  doing  to  make  their  community  a better 
place  in  which  to  live.  The  new  series  has  U7  colored  slides  telling  of 
experiences  from  2k  counties.  Voice  recordings  are  by  a panel  of  six 
young  people.

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  issued  a resolution  that  one  day  in 
each  school  year  be  given  to  allow  pupils  to  visit  any  fair  in  the 
State  giving  premiums  in  agriculture,  livestock,  poultry,  industry,  and 
home  economics,  and  in  various  planned  educational  contests.  Class 
credit  will  be  given  to  students  attending  such  fairs. 

Hawaii  - Report  of  National  U-H  Conference  Delegates 

A composite  report  of  the  four  delegates  to  National  Conference  is  issued 
in  attractive  form  for  all  those  who  gave  financial  and  other  support  to 
the  program,  as  well  as  to  active  extension  workers  in  the  Territory, 

Each  of  the  delegates  told  of  the  meaning  of  the  experience  to  them* 

The  1957  report  also  included  a summary  of  the  National  Conference 
delegates  from  the  Territory  since  195>0, 

Michigan  - Home  Improvement  Tour 

In  recognition  of  good  project  work  in  home  improvement,  several  Michigan 
U— H members  and  their  leaders  spent  two  days  in  Grand  Rapids,  They  saw 
furniture  being  made  in  a furniture  factory,  toured  home  furnishing 
departments  in  stores,  saw  contemporary  showrooms  and  learned  about  the 
contributions  of  rrany  famous  persons  who  are  designers  or  authors  in 
the  house  furnishings  field, 

Missouri  - I4.-H  Feeder  Pig  Sale 

Young  producers  in  an  8-county  arpa  of  south  Missouri  offered  nearly 
1,000  feeder  pigs  to  buyers  at  the  second  sale  of  its  kind  in  the  State, 
The  sale  was  handled  by  U-H  members  and  leaders.  Each  county  was  assigned 
a job  in  the  grading  and  selling  operations.  This  event  is  significant 
in  U-H  marketing  activities, 

Montana  - Fire  Prevention  and  Control  School 

This  October  event  recognized  U-H  members  doing  superior  work  in  safety 
with  emphasis  on  fire  prevention  and  control.  It  also  trains  these 
U-H  members  so  they  can  return  to  their  clubs  and  communities  to  lead 
in  still  more  effective  fire  prevention  and  control. 

North  Carolina  - New  Type  of  Chain 

A sweet  potato  chain  is  a new  venture  in  North  Carolina  where  they  have 
already  had  success  in  poultry,  dairy,  pig  and  other  chains.  The  climax 
in  the  sweet  potato  program  came  when  the  I4.-H  Club  boys  each  brought 
five  bushels,  of  top  quality,  in  from  the  farm  for  sale.  The  money 
realized  from  the  sale  will  be  used  to  put  other  U-H'ers  into  business. 
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Ohio  - IiOth  Annual  U-H  Club  Congress 

Delegates  to  Ohio's  Congress  had  a vital  citizenship  experience  when 
they  shared  in  the  process  of  learning  how  a bill  becomes  a law.  The 
bill  for  their  consideration  was:  "To  authorize  county  Commissioners  to 

establish  a rural  zoning  commission*  to  develop  a county  plan  to  zone 
rural  lands*  to  provide  the  procedure  for  adoption  of  zoning  regulations 
and  their  administration*" 

Oregon  - U-H  Conference  on  State  Government 

A new  educational  feature  of  the  Oregon  U-H  Club  program  will  be  initi- 
ated March  7 and  8 when  older  U-H  Club  members  hold  their  first  confer- 
ence on  government  in  Salem.  Meeting  theme  is  "Know  Your  State  Govern- 
ment." The  new  activity  is  designed  to  help  Oregon's  U— H Club  members 
learn  more  about  their  own  State,  Another  major  purpose  of  the  two-day 
session  is  to  bring  together  candidates  for  trips  to  the  National  U-H 
Conference  next  June  in  Wash.  D.  C. 

Workshops  for  U-H'ers  and  representatives  of  State  government  will  be 
held  during  the  conference.  Each  county  will  be  represented  by  one  boy 
and  one  girl*  16  or  older.  From  this  group*  two  young  men  and  two  young 
women  will  be  selected  for  Washington  trips. 

West  Virginia  - Safety  Theme 

"Safety  in  Outdoor  Living"  continues  as  the  State  U-H  safety  theme. 
Counties  may  choose  one  or  more  phases*  under  winter  recreation  or  summer 
recreation*  and  work  to  make  outdoor  recreation  a safer  activity, 

Wisconsin  - Health  Emphasis 

The  "Health  * H * for  Happiness"  will  come  in  for  emphasis  in  the  1958  U-H 
health  program.  A skit*  a check  list*  and  discussion  outlines  dealing 
with  topics  such  as  making  friends*  making  decisions  and  being  one's 
best  self — are  the  tools  which  have  been  prepared  to  help  leaders.  Viola 
Hunt*  Specialist  in  Child  Development  and  Family  Relationships,  has  pre- 
pared the  material.

Oregon  - U-H  Foundation 

The  new  Oregon  U-H  Foundation  is  successfully  on  the  road.  After  an 
exploratory  and  discussion  period,  an  outstanding  group  of  adult  citi- 
zens* who  make  up  the  Foundation  group*  are  planning  for  ways  to  provide 
further  opportunity  to  the  Oregon  membership.

Michigan  presents  examples  of  six  visualized  presentations  for  agents 
to  use  in  training  leaders.  The  agents  had  requested  the  State  staff 
to  prepare  such  materials.  Notice  how  staff  members  teamed  up  for  the 
various  assignments, 

"Rural  Development  Program  - Pilot  Counties,  Committee" 

From  time  to  time  we  have  had  comments  from  you  on  your  interest  in 
the  rural  development  program  and  how  the  youth  phases  in  the  program 
can  be  supportive.  We  thought  that  you  would  be  interested  in  the  ex- 
tent of  this  program  and  therefore  we  have  enclosed  a map  of  the  pilot 
counties,  as  well  as  an  outline  on  the  general  organization  structure 
for  rural  development  committees. 

Job  opportunities  are  of  particular  concern  to  youth  in  these  rural 
development  areas.  Certainly  "career  exploration"  needs  to  be  emphasized 
in  these  rural  development  counties.  Some  basic  economic  facts  support 
reasons  why  youth  have  expressed  a great  need  for  programs  in  career 
exploration  in  these  low  income  areas. 

1.  Approximately  65  percent  of  rural  boys  aid  girls  must  leave 
the  farm  to  get  gainful  employment. 

2,  We  have  an  average  yearly  decrease  of  about  100,000  farms. 

3*  It  takes  a larger  farm  unit  and  more  capital  investment  to 
start  farming, 

U.  There  has  been  a 12  percent  increase  in  the  number  of  boys 
and  girls  on  farms  - 1950-1960$  also  a I4.O  percent  increase 
in  the  number  of  rural  nonfarm  boys  and  girls. 

More  career  and  job  guidance  is  greatly  needed  in  the  educational  pro- 
grams of  all  youth  but  especially  with  youth  in  the  rural  development 
counties. 

"Attitudes  of  Youth  Toward  Occupational  Opportunities  and  Social 
Services  in  Cherokee  County"  (* 1 2exas) 

We  felt  every  State  would  be  interested  in  this  Experiment  Station 
study  and  are  indebted  to  Floyd  Lynch  for  securing  the  necessary  copies 
for  distribution.  This  bulletin  is  especially  appropriate  in  view  of 
the  current  emphasis  on  career  exploration. 
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"A  Career  in  U-H  club  Work" 

New  York  State’s  U-H  club  staff  has  prepared  a very  fine  leaflet,  "A 
Career  in  U— H Club  Work."  A copy  is  enclosed.  We  think  this  is  ex- 
cellent for  helping  to  recruit  sortie  good  professional  1±-H  leadership 
that  might  be  attracted  to  other  interests  by  similar  booklets  for 
other  careers.  If  we  are  going  to  help  young  people  explore  careers , 
let’s  help  them  explore  Extension. 

"A  Report  of  the  Potomac  Grange  Committee  on  Child  Labor" 

For  the  last  several  months,  more  attention  has  been  directed  to  child 
labor  standards  and  their  relation  to  agriculture.  Recently,  our  office 
has  been  participating  in  a committee  on  child  labor  which  has  been 
doing  some  research  and  exploration  as  a committee  report  for  the 
National  Grange,  While  you  will  be  interested  in  the  entire  report,  you 
will  find  on  Page  8 some  helpful  recommendations  along  the  line  of  "what 
to  do."
